''When he does offer a plan of financing it is 


one designed to link the bonus up directly with 
special and burdensome taxes, which will tend to 
create popular opposition to the whole scheme.

We did not have a special tax to pay out 
money to the railroads. We did not have a spe- 
cial tax to meet the needs of the shipping board. 
They were all financed out of regular govern- 
ment revenues, and settled presumably on their 
merits, without making a bitter enemy of every 
taxpayer. There is no reason why the boniis 
should not be financed in the same way. Mr. 
Mellon now admits that point, but only in "opposi-
